On the night of the 13th/14th March, 198'4, 
Constable Ram Chander Singh of Police Station 
Kashmere Gate, was on patrolling dnty alongwith 
another Constable in the School Road Area out¬ 
side Mori Gate. This area was prone to robberies. 
At about '5 -20 A.M. when both the constables 
were standing, on the road near pplice 
Assistance Booth, they noticed three youngmen 
coming fronii Mori Gate under suspicious, circums¬ 
tances. On seeing the Police Constables on duty, 
they turned back. Both the Constables chased them 
and cornered, them in a lane near Chhotani Manzil 
on Nicholson Road. One of the desperadoes took 
Out a revolver and fired two shots at Constable Ram 
Chander Singh. One of the bullets hit constable 
Raiij Chander Singh on the right side.of his hip 
which pierced through the abdomen. Although 
constable Ram Chander Singh was unarmed yet he 
tried to chase the desperadoes and in the process 
died on the spot laying down his life in the perfor¬ 
mance of his duty. The other Constable also chased 
them but the suspects made good their escape. 

Shri Ram Chander Singh thus exhibited C|Ot>spi- 
cuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a 
high order. 

This award is made for gallantry under rule 4 
(i) of the rules governing the award of the Police 
Medal and consequently carries with it the special 
allowance admissible under rule 5, with effect from 
the 14th March, 19&4.

Statement of services for which the decoration has 
been awm'ded 

On the,22nd December, 1983,' at about 9-00 
A.M. Constable Raj Singh, 33 Bo, Central Reserve 
Police Force, while on quarter guard sentry duty at 
the Magazine Guard of Transit Camp Meharpur, 
Silchar, suddenly opened fire and killed Shri Babu 
Lai Sharraa, Sub-Inspector, Sh.ri Yudhisthir^ Sub- 
Inspector and Shri Naresh Prasad, Rad^ Operator. 
He fired some more rounds at random to scare away 
other people. Shri Balbir Singh, Constable, was 
also injured of the firing. A panic prevailfed in the 
Camp on account of this incident as all the arms 
and weapons were kept in the Magazine Room. 
This was done by Constable Raj Singh under the 
alleged impression that injustice had been done- to 
him in regard to grant of leave. He was in 
possession of two loaded SLRs wit.h extra magazine. 
In the meantime, the Magistrate and District Police 
authorities arrived and asked him to surrender. 
Constabla Raj Singh agreed to surrender before his 
own Deputy Inspector General Indra Singh, who was 
away to Silchar at that time. Shri K. Lalchhunga, 
Deputy Inspector General, Southern Range and 
Shri J.R.'Saligram, Supdt. of Police, also arrived 
at the scene and worked out plans to disarm Cons- - 
.Singh. They, however, decided to. wait 
ftr the arrival of SJjri Indra Singh, Deputy Inspector 
General, Central Reserve Police Force. Later on 
Shri Indra Singh arrived and he with Shri K. Lal¬ 
chhunga persuaded Shri Raj Singh to surrender but 
he refused to do so. Shri Indra Singh did not lose 
courage and continued his efforts to overpower him. 
He was, therefore, strategically planning how to get 
hold of the culprit. 


At about 21 -35 hours the accused Raj- Singh 
wanted to go inside the kitchen of the mess for warm¬ 
ing himself. Shri J.R. Saligram, -Supdt. of Police 
was also present there and Shri K. Lalchhunga, 
De]mty Inspector General, Southern Range, was 
in the VIPs room. While the accused was going 
ahead towards the kitchen through a narrow passage, 
Shri Indra Singh siezed the opportunity. Unmind- 
ful of his personal safety, Shri Irdra Singh with 
lightning speed jumped upon the accused Raj Singh 
and caught hold of him from behind. The accused 
tried his best to free himself but Shri Indra Singh 

caught hold of the 
rifle. The accused, however, managed to turn to¬ 
wards the left and fired one shot which fortunately 
went skywards. The accused again tried to aim the 
rifle towards Shri Indra Singh’ and fired two more 
rounds but Shri Indra Singh was firmly holding it 
towards the sky. At this time Shri K. Lalchhunga, 
Deputy Inspector General of Pjflice, rushed from 
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the adjacent VIP room and caught Constable Raj 
Singhfrom his waist. While strugglingto overpower 
the accused, Shri Lalchhunga fell down in the 
narrow passage. In the meanwhile Shri Indra Singh 
was able to regain his standing position and caught 
hold the accused and pinned him down, At that 
moment Shri Saligram, Supdt. of Police, also reached 
the scent and Shri Indra Singh asked him to remove 
theS.L. Rifles of the accused which he was firmly 
keeping beneath his foot. Finally the accused Raj 
Singh was overpowered, disarmed and taken into 
custody. 

Shri Indra Singh, Deputy Inspector General of 
Police thus exhibited indomitalble courage, presence 
of mind and devotion to duty of a high order.

did not lose courage and continued his efforts to 
overpower him. He was, therefore, stratagically 
planning how to get hold of thd culprit. 

At about 21.35 hours the accused- Raj Singh 
wanted to go inside the Kitchen of the Mes for warm¬ 
ing himself. Shri J.R. Saligram, Supdt. of Police, 
was also present there and Shri K- Lalchhunga, 
Deputy Inspector General, Southern Range, . 
was in the VIPs room. While the accused was 
going ahead towards the kitchen through a narrow 
passage,. Shri Indra Singh sei^ the opportunity. 
Unmindful of his personal safety, Shri Indra Singh 
with lightning speed jumped upon the accused Raj 
Singh and caught hold of him from behind. The 
accused tried his best to free himself but Shri Indra 
Singh did not lose his grip and firmly caught hold 
of the rifle. The accused, however, managed to 
turn towards the left and fired one shot which for¬ 
tunately went skywards. The accused again tried 
to aim the rifle towards Shri Indra Singh and fired 
two more rounds but Shri Indra Singh was firmly 
holding it towards the sky. At this time Shri K. 
Lalchhunga, Deputy Inspector General of Police, 
rushed from the adjacent VIP room and Caught 
Constable Raj Singh from his waist. While struhglmg 
to oveipowcr the accused, Shri Lalchgunga 
fell down in the narrow passage. In the mearh 
while Shri Indra Singh was able to regain his stand¬ 
ing position and caught hold the accused and pinned 
him down. At that moment Shri Saligram, Su^dt, 
of Police, also reached the scene and Shri Inc^a Singh 
asked him to remove the S. L. Rifle of the accu^ 
which he was firmly keeping beneath his foot. Finally 
the accused Raj Singh was overpowered disarmed 
and taken into custody. 

In this incident Shri K-’’ Lalchhunga, Deputy 
Inspector General of Police, and Shri J.R. Saligram, 
Supdt. of Police, exhibited courage, presence of mind 
and devotion to duty of a high order.

The dacoits fired from their -303 rifles to frighten 
the villagers and looted their property. They left 
the village Saharni-ki-Dhhani with the looted pro¬ 
perty in a tractor, and proceeded towards village 
Bhutola (Haryana) where they killed Shri Raja Ram 
Jat. While entering Rajasthan, the dacoits were 
questioned by the Police Party but they ran towards 
Hanumangarh.

He 
alongwith Constable Umed Singh rushed to the 
spot. Another police party from District Police 
also reached the place of incident. Both the nolice 
parties chased the dacoits upto 6 kilometers. While 
fleeing, the culprits snatched a Camel and a Tractor 
from the villagers and ran towards village Daulat- 
pura. Shri Rathore immediately formed two 
parties and he himself chased the dacoits on jeep- 
The driver took him near the tractor of the dacoit 
through a zig-zag road. Shri Rathore and Cons¬ 
table Umed Singh at once pounced upon the dacoit 
Mani Ram and grabbed him without giving him any 
chance to fire. They pulled hint out of the tractor. 
Later dacoit Mani Ram was arre.stedwvith the help 
of RAC men. In addition to the looted property 
one tractor, two loaded pistols were recovered from 
him. 

In this encounter Shri Mohan Singh Rathore, 
Additional Supdt. of Police and Shri Umed Singh, 
Constable, exhibited conspicuous gallantry, courage 
aud devotion to duty of a high order.
